A Miniature Virginia—Austin—Elke— 
Information Par The Traveling f>nb» 
llc—Wing Pow* Note*—The Growth,

The trip as far as Elko on the line 


of the Central Pacific has been sc 
often and accurately described in 
these columns that a repetition ia on 
of place. But a recent trip to othe 
sections in that part of oar State en 
•bled "Ning Pow" to jot down somi 
interesting items which may provi 
valuable to some one in the distan 
future. Leaving the palace cars o: 
the Central Pacific, at Palisade, we 
ensconced ourselves in the nobby 
little coach "Eureka," of the Eureka 
and Palisade narrow gauge railroad 
and in a few minutes we were on the 
way to Eureka. This road was built 
and ia owned by the Mills Brothers 
leading bankers of California, at an 
expense of one million dollars, and 
ia the first narrow gauge road in Ne- 
vada, though eventually such roads 
will be constructed from Reno to 
•Susanvillo and from Battle Mountain 
to Austin. 


This road runs over a comparative- 


ly level country until within a few 
miles of Eureka when a grade of 105 
feet to the mile is encountered, and 
the little locomotive has all it can do 
to pull half a dozen cars. 


The fare from Palisade to Eureka 


is $8; formerly by stage it was $20. 
The law allows the- Company to 
-charge $9, but they concluded they 
•would not charge the full limit. On 
freight, 
however, the full limit 


of $18 per ton is demanded, except 
on bullion, for which they only 
charge $12, and in some few cases, 
special rates are given on heavy ma 
•chinery. 


The road ia doing a very heavy 


business at present, but as soon aa 
the merchants are supplied with their 
Winter stock, it will not require one- 
fourth of their rolling stock to do all 
the business that will be required. 


The passenger coaches are very 


nicely gotten up, and seat comfort 
ably forty persons. 
The regular 


schedule time is six and a half hours; 
leaving Palisade at 4 P. M. and arrive 
at Eureka at 10:30 p. M. Returning 
leave Eureka at 2:30 A. M. and arrive 
at Palisade at 8:30 A. M.; in time to 
connect with the west bound passen- 
ger train of the Central Pacifia. 


The riding on this road is not as 


•easy Aid smooth as if you were in a 
•Central Pacific coach, but nearly so, 
and the 00 miles of narrow gauge 
furnishes an agreeable contrast to 
the palmy days of the stage coach, 
with its 20 hours of fatigue and dis- 
comfort.

"chip of the old block" of the city of 
the Comstock. 
Main street, the 


principal and business street of the 
town ia the exact counterpart of C 
.street, Virginia. Gilded palaces of 
sin greet you at almost every other 
•door, and the Bengal tiger keeps 
purring to you as yon pass along. 
Old stiffs and bummers hang around 
in profusion, aud with one eye on 
the free lunch table they keep the 
.other wistfully gazing at your pock- 
.ets. But there are many and much 
more pleasing pictures presented as 
ithe kaleidoscope revolves. The curl- 
ing amoke issuing from the furnaces 
indicate that deep in the bowels of 
the earth industrious and honest men 
are delving for the precious metals 
which are the motive power that 
makes Eureka the lively camp it is. 
Business men display their wares, 
And we are astonished at the heavy 
•took they carry, and when perhaps, 
•one will tell you confidentially the 
average amount of his daily sales, 
you cease to wonder at the liberality 
.of this wonderful mining camp. The 
ttown contains a population of bo- 
•.tween three and four thousand peo- 
ple, among them as good men as are 
•to be found in any community. 
While in Eureka we met many old 
time friends. There we clasped the 
bands of Ned McSorley and Frank

AUSTIN TO BATTLE MOUNTAIN. 


A crowd of friends bade us good 


bye as we boarded the stage that was 
to convey us back again to the great 
overland road. It was 6 o'clock in 
the evening when we started. It was 
11 o'clock the next forenoon when 
we arrived at Battle Mountain. Thai 
ride! May we never be inflicted with 
such a punishment in the future. 
Seventeen hours traveling a distance 
of 96 miles, over a section of country 
which looks as though it had '>een 
lest, is a trip we shall never take 
again, unless we are real mad at our' 
self. The fare is $15. The stage 
company ought to reverse this and 
offer a bonus of $15 to any one who 
would ride over the road. 


At Battle Mountain we met Alvaro 


Evans who furnished some news 
about a mine in which he was inter- 
ested in Lewis district, abont 14 
miles distant, and known as the 
Eagle Mill and Mining Company, 
and the owners being J. M Byrne, 
Thos. Hildreth, Wm. Danphey, A. 
A. Evans, Margus Dorr and J. A. 
Blossom. 
The company are now 


jutting up a 10-stamp mill and a 
Bruckner furnace, which will cost 
them $45,000, and will be completed 
and in operation by the 1st of Decem- 
ber. They have thirty men at work 
on their tunnel which is now in 350 
'eet and the ledge which is from 
three to nix. feet wide has been fol- 
owed most of this distance, but the 
nen are now sloping out the ledge 
matter, and taking out twenty-five 
ons of ore per day, which will work 
$200 per ton. They have a thousand 
-ons of the same kind on the dump. 
They calculate to roast and work 15 
ons per day with their new mill, 
which is one of the most complete 
n the State. Mr. Evans considers 
hat they have one of the best mines 
n the country. He says that when 
hey get in 500 feet they will tap the 
edge with on incline abaft.

South, aud is dipping to the West. 
Vo hope the company have a verit- 
able bonanza, for nothing would 
please us better than to have Alvaro 


vans become a millionaire. 
Our friend Dow Huntsman, at 


his same place (Battle Mountain}, 
ins a very fine cabinet of minerals, 
which ho has been years in collecting, 
nd to which he is rapidly adding 
magnificent 
specimens. 
Among 


hose of the finest are some from 
'uscarora district, assaying $2,000 
>er ton. There is also a fine shelf of 
re from Cornucopia; especially a 
leantiful specimen of native horn 
nd ruby silver. It is a handsome 
pecimen and was taken from the 
amous Leopard mine. Also a fine 
ot of ore from Lewis district—one 
iece containing moss silver. And 
100-pound chunk of ruby silver ore 
rom the Manhattan Company at 
Austin. He has also a rarity in the 
hape of a large specimen of milipi- 
late of lead. There are hundreds of 
>ther specimens from different poi» 
ions of this State and the world 
which, -taken altogether make one of 
lie finest collection of minerals in 
Nevada, and Dow has reason to be 
rond of his cabinet. 
Leaving Battle Mountain wo, met- 
phorioally speaking, flew on the

ELKO. 


This town is growing better and 
etter every day, and so is the 
ounty. Business of all kinds is 
ood. 
The mines at Cornucopia are

ments from this mine now average 


100,000 per month, and they will be 
ncreased soon. The other mining 
istricts are turning out some bul- 
on, and all in all the future of Elko 
nd Elko county looks very bright. 
We have told thorn wherever we 
ave been that Reno will shortly 
urnish them their quicksilver.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT.—The passen
